The  unsatisfactory  well  water  is  not  used  for  drinking. 

The  public  supply  has  been  restricted  for  most  of  the  year. 

A  full  24-hour  supply  was  given  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
for  a  short,  period. 

No  cases  of  Company  water  1  being  substituted  for  well 
water  occurred.  The  mains  supply  is  now  chlorinated  with 
marked  improvement  in  results  of  tests. 

The  water  is  being  supplied  by  the  Oakham  ¥ater  Company. 

The  Council  hope  to  acquire  the  undertaking  in  1946.  Ministry 
enquiry  is  awaited.  It  will  be  seen  from  figures  given  that 
the  quality  of  the  water  as  delivered  to  the  consumer  has  not 
always  been  satisfactory  bacteriologically;  the  trouble  seems 
to  arise  mostly  from  mains  -  there  are  too  many  'dead  ends1. 

One  of  the  first  things  which  will  be  done  when  the  Council 
acquire  the  undertaking  will  be  to  link  up  many  of  the  ends  of 
the  mains.  .Owing  to  shortage  of  supply  the  mains  cannot  Iqe 
flushed  as  they  should  be.  The  water  is  hard  and  the  shortage 
has  made  the  normal  lime  softening  process  impossible  for  most 
of  1945*  There  is  no  tendency  to  plumbo- solvency. 

About  97 %  of  the  houses  and  of  the  population  are  supplied 
by  the  Company.'  In  many  cases  the  water  is  not  laid  on  to  the 
houses  and  in  some  cases  1  tap  is  shared  by  2  or  more  houses. 

There  are  no  public  stand-pipes.

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  new  dust-bins  has  not  been  quite 
so  pronounced  and  many  new  ones  have  been  provided, 

Oakham  still  holds  a  leading  place  for  salvage  collection  per 
1  ,000  population  in  this  region. 

One  man  is  now  continually  enggged  on  the  Refuse  Tip  with 
beneficial  results,-  The  tip  is  kept  practically  free  from  rats 
and  no  fly  nuisance  occurs.  The  Council  have  acquired  a  Karri er 
Bantam  petrol-driven  refuse  collecting  vehicle,  and  the  work  is 
now  done  in  less  than  5  days.

»  abated  in  1945.  The  position  is,  of  course,  always 
changing  due  to  demobilisation,  etc.  There  are  at 
present  living  in  Oakham  100  applicants  for  Council 
Houses,  Many  of  these  persons  are  sharing  houses  with 
parents.  In  addition  about  40  persons  now  outside  the 
Urban  District  also  require  houses  here.  In  1946  at 

least  23  more  homes  should  be  available.  One  large  house 

is  being  converted  into  5  flats  and  the  Council  will  have 
10  temporary  houses  and  8  permanent  ready.  Two  houses  have 
been  thoroughly  re-conditioned.
